Ottawa May Replace 
Dom. Election Act 


OTTAWA.—Introduction of a new 
dominion elections act is looked for 
eanly in the next session of parlia- 
met to replace the present Elections 
act, Dominion Byelections act and 
the Dominion Franchise act. 

The King government is planning’ 
inthe new acitoreturn to the ol@ 
system of preparing voters’ lists im- 
mediately prior to a general election. 

It is recalled the Bennett govern- 
ment by the Franchise act, set up 
machinery to maintain a perman- 
ent voters’ list, keeping it up to 
date by revising it annually. Chief 
advantage of this machinery was 
supposed to be that an _ election 
could be called with greater dispatch. 
But it is considered an expensive 
procedure to revise annually the 
voters’ list for the entire dominion, 
a half million dollars or more being 
involved; also the permanent list 
might miss a larger number of 
voters were the election called sev- 
eral months after the revision had 
been completed.

During November homesteads filed 
with the various provincial land offi- 
‘ces totalled 157, according to figures 
realeased on Friday by Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, minister of lands and mimes. 
The Edmonton office took the lead 
in filing with 79,. with the Peace 
River office second with 76 and the 
Calgary office next with two. 
Of the Edmonton filings, there 
were 70 first entries; nine seconds 
and the whole including 34 women. 
There were 74 firsts and two sec- 
}onds filed at Peace River, the total 
| including 28 entries to womén. One 
of the two Calgary entries was by 
a woman..

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Plenty of Christmas 
Santa Claus Trees 


Santa Claus will find plenty of 
trees this season on which to place 
his gifts, for buyers were in the 
field early this year and orders have 
been placed on a large scale, accord- 
ing to the Industrial Department of 
the Canadian National Railways. 

Some 4,000,000 Christmas trees 
have ,been cut in Canada for the 
United States market alone to Ge- 
light the hearts of kiddies in Massa- 
chusetts, Pennsylvania, New York, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Illinois, Missvurl 
and other states in the Union on 
pws toa morning. The bulk of the 
cut from Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick goes to cities in the 
Eastern States, Naw York alone 
ordering aoout 850,000 trees from 
Canada every December. From early 
reports of shipments from Ontario, 
Quebec and the Maritimes, the sup- 
ply of fine Christmas trees available 
to the American public will be larger 
this year than ever before. ; 

In addition to this large cut for 
the American market, anywhere 
from 500,000 to 1,000,000 Canadian 
homes are adorned during the Yule 
tide geason with the favorite tree of 
St. Nicholas, the patron saint of 
this celebration. Piles of Christmas 
trees are now coming into evidence 
about country stations of the Can- 
adian National Railways in the 
Maritimes, Quebec and Ontario, 
these trees later being the centre of 
Christmas celebration in homes 
across the continent, which they will 
soon adorn. 

‘Forest conservationists are agreed 
that the cutting of Christmas trees 
is not wasteful as the majority of 
these trees would have small chance 
of reaching marketable size as tim- 
ber. The’ cutting of such trees also 
assists the larger trees in attaining 
more mature growth since most of 
the trees for decorative purposes 
may be described as undergrowth 
which sap a lot of strength from 
the ground and hinder the growth of 
more sturdy trees.

Synthetic Manure 


Many farmers, says B. Leslie Ems- 
lie, are beginning 
their land has become seniously 
|depleted of organic matter and are 
now employing every means at their 
disposal to restore it, both by more 
liberal manuring ‘and the plowing in 
of an occasional green crop. In Eur- 
ope gevenal methods for the utiliza- 
tion of straw, weeds and other or 
ganic waste in the preparation of 
synthetic or artificial manure are 
now employed, and the practice has 
extended to this side of the Atlan 
lic. The product of the process is 
similar to barnyard manure in ap- 
pearance and superior in perfonm- 
ance, providing the proper procedure 
is followed. 

The original process for the ma- 
king of artificial manure is known 
as “Adico” and is now administered 
by the trustees. of the Rothamstec' 
Experiment Station, England, for the 
benefit of farmers here. It has been 
modified somewhat recently and 
forms the basis of others developed 
elsewhere. The process is conceived 
on the principle that the organisms 
of decay require nitrogen and phos- 
phorus for their favourable develop- 
ment, and lime is necessary for the 
neutralization of onganic acids 
formed, while the straw is the source 
‘of food and energy for the bacteria.

The Board of Grain Commigsion- 
ers has 347 trained employees en- 
gaged in inspection. 

Every sample of grain inspected 
by them is dealt with on its merits. 
The identity of the shipper and the 
locality of the farm that grew the 
crop are both unknown to the in- 
specting Government official. 

In the year 1936 there were 178,- 
'011 inspections 37,288 cars were re- 
‘inspected by the Chief Inspector; 
7,875 Wad the grade raised; 243 had 
| the grade lowered; 299 had the dock- 
age raised and 2,558 had the dovi-' 
‘age lowered 
| In the same year 2,196 appeals 
were taken to the appeal tribunals; 
(370 had the grade raised, 9 had the 
|grade iowered. None had the dock- 
jage raised and 11 had the dockage 
lowered. 

In most cases of reinspection and 
|appeal the farmers’ claim was given 
expert assistance by an elevator org- 
anization. 

This record of labour and care is 
ia tribute to the Government grad- 
ing system and to the officials who 
impartially perform their public 
duty.

EXORBITANT CLIMB 
OF GASOLINE TAXES 


In the 18-year period since the 
gasoline tax was first levied, gov- 
ernments have accumulated a unique 
variety of reasons for jumping it to |, 
its present levels. 

In 1919 it was imposed by North 
Dakota, New Mexico, Coloraav, and 
{Oregon. All four states adbpted it 
for the logical purpose of construct- 
ing highways and maintaining them. 
On this ground there never was any 
great objection. 

Since then government ingenuity 
has gone to absi:rd limits in propos- 
ing other reasons, some of which 
have necessarily increased the price 
to the consumer. The tax has been 
variously classified as an excise, a 
commercial charge for the privilege 
of using vehicies on the public roads, 
a license tax, and sometimes an oc- 
cupation or privilege tax. 

The simple truth is that gasoline 
has been an easy mark for revenué 
purposes and the tax on it has shown 


Ja steady increase. Were the taxing 


jurisdictions frank about it, they 
would admit this as the reason 
which appeals to them most. It is 
easy to collect and it brings in big 
returns. 

\As late as 1922 the rate in 17 of 
the United States was only one cent 
a gallon, only two charging as much 
as 2 cents. Now 7 cents is a fair 
average. In tbree provinces of Can- 
ada it is 8 cents. In four others it is 
7 cents. Only in two, Ontario and 
Quebec, is it as low as 6 cents.

| Bissell of Wilmington, Delaware, 
December, 1907. From small begin- 
nings the annual .’Christmas Seal 
sale has financed the development 
of the organized fight against tuber- 
culosis in every. State, resulting in 
saving thousands of lives. Erected 
by the Tuberculosis Associations of 
the United States, December, 1937.” 

The idea of financing the war on 
tuberculosis by the sale of penny 
stamps was conceived by a post- 
master in Denmark, the Danish 
minister to the United States pointed 
out at the unveiling: ceremony. Now, 
all over the world, the plan developed’ 
thirty years ago in Denmark and in 
America through the initiative and 
persistence of Miss Bissell, is the 
principal source of funds used in 
society’s war on “the great white 
plague.” No one knows how many 
victims of tuberculosis have been re- 
stored to healthy, ‘happy lives, nor 
how many who otherwise they would 
have been infected have been spared 
by the campaign of education made 
possible by the Christmas Seals. 

They are uncountable, but their 
number is certainly tremendous. 

Christmas seals are on sale now 
everywhere in America. They cost a 
cent apiece. No Christmas letter or
